REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1-7 and 18-19 are hereby canceled. 
Claims 8, 10, 12-17 and 20 are hereby amended. 

Claims 8-11, 15 and 17 are amended to incorporate all of the limitations of the respective 
base claims; the examiner stated that these claims would be allowable if so rewritten. 

1. Claims 4 and 12 were rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. Claim 4 is 
canceled. Claim 12 is amended to clarify and correct to recite a "plurality of data packets" 
comprising the payload. 

2. Claims 1-7. 13-14, 16 and 18-20 were rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as anticipated by 
Abrol. Claim 1-7 and 18-19 are canceled. 

Claim 13 is amended to depend from claim 12 (as amended to overcome the rejection 
under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph). 

Claim 16 is amended to state that the unique global sequence number corresponds "to the 
distinct data type element" of the data payload. Abrol does not disclose any distinction among 
particular types of data by virtue of any global sequence number. 

Claim 20 is amended to state that the step of determining regards the number of bytes 
outstanding not yet received for the "data packet". The reference to data packet distinguishes 
from the "frame" of Abrol.
